his Majefty, accompasied by all the 

Princes and Lords of the Court, 

fapp’d at the Townhoufe, before which was ptay’d 

‘Of an extraordinary 
thing feen ia oue Time: The Machine was fuppor- 

ted by 9 wooden Pillars 36 Foot high, which for- 

med a {picious Square, the Sides whereof were or- 

nameated with painted Decorations, each reprefen- 

ting a particular Divinity, to prefide over the E- 

ducation of the Dauphin. On the Side which fac’d 
the Towahoufe, was a Gene prefeating a Dauphia 

to France, with the Arms of the King and Queen 

as Supporters. Onthe 2d Side was Religion and 

Jultice; to thew, that vader thefe Divinities the 

Danphia was to be bred up, as ovly capable to form 
the Mind of a great Prince and a perfeét King. On 

the 3d & 4th, Adinerva and Mars, as charged with 

the Edacation of the Dauphin. Under the Aufpi- 
ces of the Diviaities, were their Attributes with 
feveral Devices, aad ateach Angle was gac’d a 
Group of 3 Cupids carefling a Dauphin; one pot- 
ting a Crown on his Head, another prefenting him 
“with the Ribbon of the Order of the H.Ghoft, the 
third giving a Sceptre, with the Haud of Juftice on 
the Top. Inthe middle of each Grovp ftocd a Py- 
ramid 2 Foot high, adorn’d with Feftoons of Flow- 
er-Garlands. Al} the Pyramids.were furmounted 
with a Glube painted Sky-bloe, cover’d with Flow- 
‘er de Luces, and on each Globe a Fame, pubt thing 
to the World the Birth of the Prince, and found- 
ing Joy throughout the Kingdom. In the Firework, 
an tafinite Nomber of Dolphius, Lizards and Cro- 
codiles feem’d to combat ove another, fometimes 
fingly, and fometimes together in Plaroons, while 
1000 Rockets were fent up intothe Air at a time, 
which {preading, formed the Cypher of the King 
and Queen and other Curiofities, fo luminous, that 
t gave Bisth to a new Day ia the middle of Nigir, 





The Cannoa and other Arms never ceafed Firing 
while the K. was at the. Town-houfe, which was 
decorated with allegorical Figures fu'table to be 
Sabject, holding Garlands. Thefe were extende 
to 4 Fountains at each Corner of the Greve, witch
